TAKE STIGMA 
FROM DRUGS 
AND ALCOHOL . 


The Western Region ‘Working Group on “Alcohol and 
Drug Problems has released its report and, according to 
the chairman, ‘offers some “Heretic” views. 


The report has been 
written by social planner, 
Mr Rod Patterson who 
was employed by . the 
group. j 

As the chairman, Dr. 
Garry Joslin, notes in the 
introduction, Mr Patterson 
raises two important 
points, 

He.says people have a 
right to drink to éxcess 
without unnecessary inter- 
ference. 

And he questions - the 
role of helping professions. 
which he sees as substitut- 
ing one dependency (on al- 
cohol) for another (one, the 
professional). 

“Such heretic views will 
not endear Mr Patterson 
to many groups involved 
in alcoho} problems. I can 
only ask them not to shut 
their ears too tightly,” Dr 
Joslin writes, - } 

Mr Patterson said 
society stigmatised alcohol 
amd drug dependent} . 
people by placing them in 
large single purpose build- 
ings.

' He said excessive drink- 
ing occurs throughout 
society and it would -ap- 
pear to be unjust arbi- 
trarily io single out’ a 
minority for treatment or. 
castigation. 

“The critical effect of' 
having one’s life ordered 
or adjusting one’s life ac- 


cording to the dictates” of 
‘strangers’ is to sabotage 
one’s own propensity for 
coping .. . 

Dr Joslin said the 20- 
page report and recom- 
mendations would be pre-. 
sented to the WRCSD. 

He said he hoped the 
recommendations would 
be carried out but there 
were two problems.
